all other the Copyholders of the Manor, actualy retuſed both ail. ance to che 1 vile 
booth and Mills, and what-ver reparations were made during his tune (which were 


many) were all done at the ſole Expence of each Leilze, 
At this day, it will be a very difficult Matcer to ſupport ſuch Callncas. (if thev ev r 


did exiſt) as the Leſſees of both Tolls and Mills have undoub:ediy forfeited cvery Claim 


to ancient Services from the Copyholders, by Innovations, Pervertions, and unwa.ra n= 


able Exactions, that they cannot by any means ſupp Tt, aud if atremp.ed to be 
revived or claimed on the preſent Occaſion, it may be productive of a minute tnguiry
